What you found in the Gillry matter of 23 October 1764 is what 
I believe is a pesos symbol - a P with a tiny s. As you know the 
two tiny verticals between the numbers are customary to separate 
pesos from reales in Spanish money accounts. 

It was from this type of flourish that the $ seems to have 
developed.

ken.
